Her mournful plaints and heavy accents 
ended with ſuch profound ſighs and in- 
ward groans, that all the Company roſc 
ro ſce whether ſhe {tor by her voice and 
diſcourſe they knew her to be a Woman) 
that uttered them had not ended her Life 
with her pittiful Regrers 3 and peeping 
through ſome Branches which ſpread or

Face towards the Water. Her Hair, 
though hanging careleſs, and moved art the 
diſcretion of a gentle Wind, was of fo 
lively a colour, that the richeſt Gold of 
Arabia could not compare with it. She 
was clothed in a Robe of black Velvet, 
embroidered with Flowers of Silver, wicti 
a Star of Gold in the middle of each of 
them bordered with Cryſtal, which joyn-

* and that your ſorrow ſo afflits me ;

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© fince thoſe from whom you hold your 
«Life, and I my Livelihood, have obliged 
© me to it by their Bounty. And whar 
** good can you hope for from your ſighs ? 
* Can one, think you, find any that will be 
*!n love with misfortunes and diſlgraces, 
© for the pleaſure they take in bewailing 
© them ? Think you that your fad counte- 
* pance and blabber'd eyes will win more 
* upon your wandering perfidions Huſ- 
* band (for ſo he is as ftridtly as Vows can 
* bind) or ſooner reduce him to his duty, 
* than if your lovely Face take up again its 
* former Arms,with which you vanquiſh'd 
* him before? No, nog Love is not in- 
* flamed by ſuch ſiniſter ways, eſpecially 
* having the inconſtancy and ingratitude of 
*fuch a young man for Opponent. Take 
* example by other Ladics, who arc ſo 
* far from ſtriving, like you, to disfigure 
© their Faces, that they uſe all the Dreſſes,

© of forrow, which ruines the Beauty,

Theſe words were not ſpoken in vain 
they wrought the ſame effect in this affli-

of ſorrow and melancholy into which the 
memory of her wrongs had plunged her :

O beauteous and 
dear Nets of amorous Hearts ! the Bow- 
ſtrings of Love ! O lovely Fingers, capable 
to play upon our Paſſions like Virginals, 
and rune them to any fort of Muſick, 

Our Company could not then behold 
H 3 the 
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the face of the Lady of the Stars ( for ſo we 
muſt call her till we know her right name) 
nor that of her Governante , who had by a 
long diſcourſe ( which they could not well 
hear ) endeavoured to oppoſe her conſola- 
rory remonſtrances to the others griet: Yet 
they all reſolved, though with regret, to 
depart in ignorance, leſt they ſhould be 
diovered by a Troop of Cavaliers and 
Ladies which came walking by a Rivoler, 
and for fear of incurring the cenſure which 
the pryers into others - concerns merit.

Donna Leonora, thovgh more invited to 

laughter 
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laughter than pity by ſo pleaſant and ex- 
rravagant a Diſcourſe, yer comporting her 
felf' rhe beſt ſhe could, and turning her 
eyes very modeſtly on one (ide, ſhe ſpoke 
with a low voice theſe words following. 

* There is no confidence to be pur in 
* Men oF this Age, for (as we may ſee by 
* the late Example of the fair afflicted 
© Lady) their treachery and infidelity does 
* now ſeem to be arrived art the laſt ſtage 
* of its greatneſs ; ſo that every Woman 
<« that ſhews her ſelf favourable to their 
* prayers, and condeſcends to their en- 
© ereaties, finds at once her inconſ(iderate 
< facility, and great ſimplicity in heark- 
<* ning to their deceitful words, rewarded 
* with ſhame, contempt, and diſdain. 

* O puiſlant Love (replied Don Sebaſti- 
* 2x)give me a perſwaſive ſpirit,that autho- 
© rifing my Allegations with the ſtrongeſt 
* Oaths, and grandeſt Exagperations , I 
*© may leave this fair Hin. 8h ſatisfied 
* of the reality of the torments I ſuffer for 
© her. No, Faireſt, the revolution of the 
« Sears, the accidents and inconſtancy of 
* Fortune, nor all the rigorous cruelty 
« (my Dear Lady) which you can poſſibly 
© invent againſt me, though they be Inſtru- 
** ments 
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© ments violent and ſtrong enough to beat 
« down and ruine the firmeſt affeRion, 
<< ſhall never be able to efface-your Me- 
«rits printed in my heart, nor the lively 
<* Image of your Perfetions which Love 
* hath there engraven , but contrarily, ſuch 
<* unhappy ala will (ti1] frame new

© one time or other been ſubjeR to ic: I 
* avoid Examples, which are ſo nume- 
** rous, that.to undertake to enumerate 
*them, would be to enter a Labyrinth 
* from which I ſhould never diſencangle 
*© my ſelf : I onely entreat and conjure one 
** thing of you , tor her ſake whom you 
* love beſt, not to refuſe me a favour I 
*© would beg of you, and then 1 ſhall con- 
* clude my Diſcourſe in few words. I 
* vow and promiſe you, upon the Faith of 
* a Gentleman, ſaid Don avon (tor fo 
& was the Governour call'd) to do what 
* you defire, provided .it be a thing that 
© intrench not upon my Honour or Con- 
© ſcience, Ir neither ſhall prejudice rhe 
© one nor the other, acer Don Carles, 
© ſmiling. Speak then what you defire,ſaid 
* Don Axtonio, that I may give you lome 
* proofs of the Service I have vowed tos 


: yon , 
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*© you, I onely ask, {aid Don Carlos, whe. 
<« ther ever Love had a Juriſdiction over 
« your Spirit ? Yes, ſaid Don Antonio, and 
*f 1n ſuch manner, that often tranſported 
<« by this frantick paſhon, 'my extravagan. 
«ces, both it words and aQtions, have 
** cauſed laughter in all rhat knew mey 
© and to this very hour I feel its cfteds, 
« If perhaps (faid Don Carbs) 'you were 
«yer defirous to enjoy your Amours,

© (hape of a Bull ro embrace his beloved 
* Exropa; I have preſumed, Sir, to tron- 
* ble you with this Diſcourſe , to put you 
*in mind that the faults commirted 
* through exceſs of Love may juſtly claim 
* a privilege of remifſion above other of- 
© fences : And, by what I underſtand, 
* yau, that cenſare with ſuch liberty the 
©* miſcarriages of others, may juſtly un- 
« dergo a reprehenfion for your own. Bur 
« Jaying aſide theſe and many other Rea- 
© ſons which might be pertinent in order 
© to my vindication, as to the point in 
< queſtion, I ſhall now inform you, hag 


* 1 am hot onely willing to accompliſh \ = 
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* Matrimonial Vow Lmade to the Lady 
* you ſpeak of, bur allo to part hence to 
© morrow morning to beg pardon of his 
<* Majeſty for the fault I have committed, 
«and permiſſion for a Journey into Flax- 
*©ders to ſeek the deareſt ObjeQ of my 
© Soul : And I aflure you, that what 1 
© have already done, was not with a defign 
* ro deceive her, nor fal{ifie my Faith ; but 
< onely in order tothe obtaining permiſſion 
*© of his Majeſty and my Mother for our 
© conjun&ion in the Sacred Union. But 
* all that now remains to-trouble me is, 
* the apprehenſion that this youthful aQi- 
« on ſhould come to the Kings Ear, the

© nour) ro accompliſh what you have ſaid,

* and let my Head pay the forfeiture, it 
** the Murtherer do in the leaſt charge mc 
<* with this Aflaſſinate, or any of my Do- 
** meſticks. Ah, Sir, (replied the Gover- 
*© nour) how cordially (hallI embrace you 
< it this be true that you have ſaid ! And 
<< it you pleaſe ro accompany me but a 
« little way, I ſhall ſave you a Journey 
*<into. Flenders, to ſeek that which you 
S6 ſhall find nearer hand. 
Theſe words ſtrook Don Carlos into a 
great aſtoniſhment, being unable ro com- 
prehend what Don CAztormio meant by this 
Diſcourſe, but however he followed him 
into the Chamber of Donna Hortenſ#, 
whom they ſound ſate upon her Bed, upon 
a Cuſhion of Crimſon Damask embroide- 
red with Gold, having round about her 
abundance of Violets, Jeflamins, and Ro- 
ſes.

«< Spirit has made me a thouſand times re- 
*pent my ingratitude to this incompara- 
*© ble Lady, which I have now the happi- 
© neſs to embrace, would vouchſafe to 
*© touch hers alſo, and cauſe her, by bury- 
*© ing my offence in eternal oblivion, once 
* more to bleſs me with that affeQion I 
* have fo juſtly forfeited. And why this 
<« averſion 
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& averſion ({aid he) my better Genius ? 
And theſe words he accompanicd with the 
tendereſt -Carefles he could invent, ſomc- 
times kiſſing her Roſic Lips, ſometimes her 
lovely Cheeks, which had newly changed 
Deaths pale Livery for the moſt lovely 
Scarlet, and ſometimes her Hands more 
white than Ivory, with a violence tov 
ſtrong for her reſiſtance, All that wcre 
preſent at this Interview were tranſported 
with joy, and-particularly the Govenour 
remained more ecſtaſied with the pleaſure 
he took at our two fair Lovers reconcilia- 
tion, than Archimedes when he traced the 
Lines in his Study which defended the 
Walls of Syracuſe. 

Like -as green Wood laid on the Fire 
conſumes all irs moiſture before ir inflame, 
and after that is ſpent., takes Fire and 
burns like dry Stubble : So this Lady, 
whoſe Humidity had all this -while been

had defended her felt againſt him ; and 
with all the deareſt reſtimonies of an intire 
affeQion, called him ber Soul, her Life, 
her Happineſs, ſealing each word with a 
hundred Kifles. 

Stay here thy flight, my Pen, for my 
Eyes are ſo dazzled with this raviſhing 
obje&, that they will no longer ſerve me 
to form theſe Letters, nor my Hands to 
regulate thoſe Lines I ſhould trace upon 
chis Paper, 

It is not to be doubted whether or n0 
th2 Governour were ſtill more rejoyced 
with the incomparable Amity of our two 
Lovers, ſeeing all his deſigns thereby pro- 
ſpcr to his Tere. He approached to- 
wards them ; but it was after the appea- 
rance of ſome ſhame upon their Counte-

He loves to day that which he will hate 
to morrow, and he abhors this day 
that which he will- paſhonately love the 
next» I could enlarge far enough upon 
this Subjet, were 1t nat a wrong to 
my Diſcourſe and the Readers patience, 
which I will endeavour to ſatisfie by re- 
turning to my Narrative.

All things being prepared for their 
departure, and themſelves ready to en- 
ter into the Coach, Donna Margareta 
would have taken leave of them ; bur 
Don Carlos and Donna Hortenſis did 
ſeriouſly declare, that they could not 
conſent to her departure : And though 
our beauteous young Duccheſs © had 
ſome cauſe of Jealouſte > having a 
ſtrong ſuſpicion oft what had paſt be- 
twixt them, yer this never abated the

Add to this the love (he bore 
to her deceaſed Colin Don Sebaſtian , 
having both been educated together in

« ſumpruouſneſs and magnificence ſuta- 
«© ble to. the Splendour of the Spaniſs 
© Court. 

This ſaid he made him _ 
* put on his Hat; and be- lar: x ap 
cauſe one told him that before the Kiag. 
the Dinrer was upon the 
Table , the King took him by the 
hand, and placed him at the Table 
with himſelf : The Queen did the 
ſame to Donna Horrenſis ; ſo that our 
two Lovers had this day the Honour 
to dine ar the ſame Table with their 
Catholick Majeſtics. |
